FOREWORD 


The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  through  its  Washington  office  and  through 
more  than  300  field  offices  scattered  throughout  the  country,  collects  basic  in- 
formation on  the  production,  distribution,  and  utili2ation  of  agricultural  food 
and  fiber  cror>s;  conducts  the  current  market  reporting  service;  supervises  the 
standardization  and  inspection  of  farm  products,  and  administers  a  number  of 
regulatory  lavs  having  to  do  with  fair  marketing  practices. 

Designated  as  a  national  defense  agency,  this  Service  has  essentially  the  same 
organizational  set-up  as  that  which  functioned  during  the  World  War  to  obtain 
Nation-vide  information  on  available  supplies,  their  location,  and  other  pertinent 
data.     The  existing  organization  may  readily  be  expanded  again  to  meet  the  ever- 
growing needs  of  the  National  Defense  Program.     The  Service  is  working  closely  at 
the  present  time  with  the  organizations  set  up  by  the  President  to  direct  national 
defense  activities. 

The  crop  and  livestock  reporting  service  and  the  reports  issued  by  that  agency 
are  essentially  of  the  same  character  as  those  which  were  greatly  expanded  25 
years  ago,  under  war  emergency  conditions.     Of  particular  assistance  during  the 
present  emergency  is  current  information  on  available  and  prospective  supplies, 
including  their  geographic  location,  together  v/ith  compilations  on  production, 
carry-over,  total  annual  supplies,  distribution,  and  utilization. 

Through  the  market  news  service,  day-to-day  reports  on  supoly  and  demand  condi- 
tions at  important  markets  the  country  over  are  disseminated  for  more  than  100 
farm  products.     This  service  covers  movement,  market  supplies,  quality,  and 
prices  of  livestock,  meats,  wool,  fruits,  vegetables,  dairy  and  poultry  products, 
grains,  hay,  seeds,  and  feedstuff s. 

The  standardization  and  inspection  service  was  inaugurated  during  the  1914-16 
period  as  a  war  measure,  and  has  expanded  considerably  since  that  time,  with 
official  standards  being  used  to  a  considerable  extent  today  in  the  purchase  of 
supplies  for  the  military  forces. 

Through  the  administration  of  various  regulatory  statutes,  the  Service  does 
much  to  eliminate  abuses  and  unfair  practices  in  the  marketing  of  farm  products. 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  again  stands  ready  to  do  its  part  in  furnish- 
ing the  additional  information  and  services  relating  to  agriculture  needed  to 
coordinate  effectively  the  agricultural  phases  of  the  National  Defense  Program.
